What is the city tax rate that Mr. 


Ballenger hopes to enter the next fiscal 
year with? We city property owners 
who had our assessment ratio raised 
from 62.5 per cent to 100 per cent will 
experience a better than one-third 
increase in city taxes regardless of the 
same tax rate, plus the more than 70 
per cent increase in county taxes. 
Hopefully, another increase will not be 
forthcoming. 


The city plans no increase in the city 


tax rate for next year. That rate, based 
on 100 per cent of fair market value, 
will remain at 93-cents per $100 
valuation. Broken down, 60-cents of 
that goes to the general fund for 
operation of the city, 30-cents goes to 
the interest and sinking fund to retire 
city bonds, and three-cents goes to the 
library. 


The last 
full 
scale 
property 


assessment conducted for the city was 
done in 1964. Since that time, most 
property 
values have fallen con- 


siderably below actual fair market 
value. Assessment crews, working 
portions of the city each year, are now 
working on a new assessment of local 
property. The only property close to 
market 
value 
without 
such 
a 


revalaution is new construction, which 
means that persons with new homes are 
paying a higher ratio in taxes than 
those that were here in 1964. The new 
valuation, which will take about two 
years, should equalize that. 


On November 9, 1976, I paid the 


county $80 for 20 yards of gravel. I also 
paid for a culvert, which I have since 
received, but to date I have not gotten 
my gravel. I think I've waited more 
than enought time for something I paid 
for last November. Can you find out 
what the problems is? 


We didn't find out what took so long 


but your gravel was delivered Friday, 
according to County Commissioner 
Thomas Dyer. He says he will probably 
spread it sometime this week. 


Dyer told Action Line Friday that he 


would take care of the matter as soon as 
possible, so you should finally be 
squared away this week. 


Why can't the elderly people get a 


Homestead tax exemption from the 
Corsicana school district? They receive 
it from the city, the county, and 
Navarro College. I am now 86-years-old 
and I have been paying school taxes for 
over 60 years. I believe people 85 and 
older should be given some 
con- 


sideration for what they have done all 
the past years. 


The school district does offer a 


Homestead Tax exemption, and you, at 
age 86, are eligible for it. 


You need to go to the school tax of- 


fice, 312 W. 1st Ave., and show them 
your Medicare card or your driver's 
license to establish your age and birth 
date. 


They will give you the form you will 


need to fill out to get the exemption. 


What became of the drive to collect 


personal taxes on automobiles? Who is 
holding the deal up? There are some 
people who never pay these taxes, and I 
have been called stupid for paying 
mine. We are supposed to have a city 
attorney to handle these things. In 
Dallas they will come out and pick up 
the car and take it to the pound, where 
they charge so much per day in storage. 


The city of Corsicana does not charge 


the automobile tax, so the city attorney 
has little to do with the matter. 


As to the drive to collect such taxes, 


you are apparently referring to the 
commitment by school trustees here to 
see that these taxes are collected. That 
wish, passed along to the school tax 
office and the school's delinquent tax 
attorney, is still being carried out. 


More than 150 suits have been filed, to 


collect these taxes, and collection has 
been almost 100 per cent on the cases 
where 
judgements 
were 
obtained, 


according to tax office personnel. 


As they read the law, a car cannot be 


impounded because these taxes are not 
paid. This differs from the taxes on real 
estate, where a piece of property can be 
seized if taxes are delinquent. 


But, in the • case of the personal 


property tax, a judgement against the 
car owner can be obtained in court. 
This is similar to a bad debt, and goes 
against the car owner's credit rating. 


In 
addition, 
if a 
taxpayer 
is 


delinquent on property taxes as well as 
auto taxes, then both suits can be in- 
corporated into one when filed in court. 


Rather than face the prospect of 


having a judgment against them, most 
people end up paying the tax (with 
penalty and interest,) if it gets to court. 


What items can be turned in for 


recycling besides beer cans? Will you 
state again the days they pick up 
aluminum on the Safeway lot?

Lake Halbert may 


be closed permanently 


Excessive siltation at Lake Halbert may 


turn the temporary ban on swimming at the 
lake into a permanent edict, according to City 
Manager DickBallenger. 


Ballenger told the city commission during 


Monday night's work session that swimmers 
and boaters on the lake "work like a mixer" 
to keep the silt suspended and is responsible 
for the muddy tasting water experienced 
presently by areas of town dependent on the 
lake. 


Ballenger said that recent city efforts to 


"bluestone" the lake to kill algae were nearly 
negated after a weekend of swimming and 
boating, and that only now, nearly two weeks 
later and after a week-long ban on water 
sports, is the lake settling down. 


The city manager opinted out that Cor- 


sicana currently has an ordinance forbidding 
swimming at Halbert, but that this law has 
not been enforced recently. 


He advocated making this 
ordinance 


operative once more and also limiting the size 
of motors for boats being used on the lake. 
Ballenger suggested a limit of 85 horsepower 
for boat motors and also said that placing 
bouys might be in order to establish limits as 
to how close the boaters can come to shore at 
certain parts of the lake. 


Ballenger said that part of the present 


problem at Lake Halbert stums from the lake 
being five feet below its regular level. But he 
said he feels the swimming ban should still be 
maintained once the lake fills back up. 


He said the current boating ban at the lake 


will continue until the lake rises. 


All city employes will be 


getting raises of at least $50 
monthly if the Corsicana City 
Commission 
officially adopts 


the budget presented to it 
Monday night by City Manager 
Dick Ballenger. 


Ballenger 
presented 
the 


budget, raises intact, during a 
budget work session at which he 
also told the commission the 
city should have no financial 
problems 
next year. 
(See 


separate story.) 


Saying that the city has 


"people 
heading 
these 


departments who would be hard 
to replace," Ballenger received 
tentative approval for raises of 
at 
least 
$100 monthly for 


department heads. 


The commission also agreed 


on equalizing the 
pay 
for 


"second line supervisors" at 
$950 per month and favorably 
considered raises of $50 mon- 
thly for all other city employes 
except those in the police and 
fire departments. 


CLASSIFIED 
personnel in 


these 
departments 
will be 


getting raises of from $75 to $165 
monthly as Ballenger presented 
what he thinks it will "take to 
slow down the turnover rates in 
both departments." 


And 
after 
considering 


Ballenger's 
recommendations 


for the other raises, and ten- 
tatively agreeing to them, the 
commission then gave the city 
manager the larges raise of any 
city employe, lifting his yearly 
income from $19,920 to $23,000. 
The raise of more than $250 
monthly may not be put entirely 
into a salary increase as the 
commission 
instructed 
City 


Secretary Nelda Neal to check 
with city auditors about the 
possibility 
of 
tax 
shelters, 


travel or housing allowances in 
order to help Ballenger get 
more of his money at a minimal 
increase in taxes. 


Commisssion 
members 


agreed to the need for a raise 
for Ballenger, the only dif- 
ference being some of them 
objected to calling the extra 
money a housing allowance. 
Commissioner Gene Johnson, 
citing the case of Navarro 
College 
President Kenneth 


Walker's housing allowance, 
said that many people thought 
this designation meant that the 
college was buying Walker a 
home. 


THE CITY manager said 


prior to the discussion of his 


raise that he feels the new level 
of pay for city workers will 
mean that only "spot changes" 
in the pay scale will be needed 
next year. 


He said that he worked with 


representatives and key per- 
sonnel of the police and fire 
departments in addition to both 
department heads in order to 
arrive at the new salaries for 
the 
city's 
only 
classified 


workers. 


One result of these planning 


sessions is a new designation 
for patrolmen and firefighters 
who have at least four years of 
experience. Under the present 
budget, new recruits receive 
$625 monthly until they have 
served six months. From six 
months to one year, the pay is 
$650 a month. Patrolmen and 
firefighters, 
regardless of 


tenure, have been receiving 
$685 monthly while sergeants 
and station commanders have 
been receiving $735 a month. 


The proposed 1977-78 budget 


calls for $700 a month for new 
recruits, 
up 
$75; 
$750 
for 


recruits with six to 12 months 
experience, up $100; $800 a 
month 
for 
patrolmen 
and 


firefighters with one to three 
years experience, up $115; $850 
monthly for patrolmen 
and 


firefighters with at least four 
years of experience, up $165; 
and $900 monthly for sergeants 
and station commanders, up 
$165. 


Ballenger also said that a new 


state law enables the city to pay 
incentive money to the chiefs 
and assistants in both depart- 
ments. 
This 
practice 
was 


dropped last year when the 
question of violating existing 
laws was raised. 


BESIDES Ballenger's raise 


to $23,000 annually, the yearly 
salaries for other city depart- 
ment heads, receiving $100 a 
month more unless otherwise 
noted, are: City Engineer Al 
Smith, $19,200; City Secretary 
and Financial Director Nelda 
Neal, $14,700; Police Chief Don 
Massey and Fire Chief Duane 
Womack, $14,400, raises of $50 
monthly but not including an 
additional $50 for each man 
because of his incentive pay; 
Public Works Director Larry 
DeMoss, Municipal Services 
Director Delma Ware, Utilities 
Director Roddy Ferguson and 
Billing Manager Ronnie Slater, 
$14,400, with Slater receiving a 
monthly raise of $150 to equalize 


him with other department 
heads; Tax Assessor-Collector 
Ernest Stokes, $13,200 for his 
elective 
position; 
Librarian 


Jerre Roe, $10,200; City At- 
torney Glenn Stewart, $7,200, a 
raise of $75 monthly though the 
figure does not include the 
nearly $10,000 he makes an- 
nually 
from delinquent 
tax 


penalties and City Judge David 
Wilson, $6,000, a monthly raise 
of$50. 


The only exception Ballenger 


noted to the minimal raise of $50 
monthly came in the library 
account. Only the 
librarian 


works a 40 hour week, so 
Ballenger said the increases for 
other library employes were 
figured on the rate of $50 
monthly for 40 hour weeks 
against the amount of hours 
each library worker works. 


Commissioners were cautious 


about the amount of the raises, 
Wayne Norris hoping aloud that 
the city won't find itself in the 
same position as the county is 
presently, increasing taxes by 
70.7 per cent. 


Ballenger repeatedly assured 


Norris that the city is not going 
to find itself in that position, and 
Norris later said that he was 
placing his support of the raises 
on Ballenger's assurances. 


The question from Norris, 


and other commissioners also, 
was not whether the employes 
deserved the raises but whether 
the city could afford to pay the 
pay hikes.

Grants play large part in growth

The past four years have marked a period 


of rapid growth and expansion for Navarro 
College, with enrollment doubling, the budget 
quadrupling, and the number of the career 
education offerings tripling. 


Yet, college taxes have been reduced, the 


latest time this year as a means of equalizing 
the revenue at the level it was before the 
county increased the assessment ratio. 


Administrators say it is possible to do more 


with less local income because of tight 
money 
management, 
efficient 
ad- 


ministration, and the active seeking of grant 
funds. 


When Kenneth Walker became president of 


Navarro in 1973,. the college held only one 
$3,000 grant. To date this year, four years 
later, the college holds more than half a 
million dollars in state and federal grants and 
expects to receive more grants before the end 
of this year to push that total to $600,000. 


EIGHT 
MAJOR grant programs are 


currently underway at Navarro. They include 
the Educational Opportunity Center, a grant 
conducted in conjunction with the Dallas 
County Community College District to serve 
as an outreach program for contacting 
potential students and advising them of 
courses and services available through the 
college; the COG Manpower grant, which 
pays Navarro for administering the C.E.T.A. 
Manpower program for Navarro County; 
Project Disadvantaged V, which provides no 
cost education in career areas to the disad- 
vantaged; the Small Town Advisory Service, 
which provides technical assistance regar- 
ding municipal problems encountered by the 
leaders of area towns and cities; the National 
Science Foundation CAUSE (Comprehensive 
Assistance 
to 
Undergraduate 
Science- 


Education I grant, which provided $225,300 to 
develop 76 videotapes for science instruction; 
the Energy Research & Development grant, a 
$234,135 project to define the need for and 
perhaps later develop a training program for 
solar 
energy 
technicians; 
a 
Texas 


Rehabilitation Commission grant of $18,000 
that the college obtained for the Navarro 
County Association for Retarded Citizens; 
and a Project Disadvantaged VI grant which 
will continue the previous no-cost courses for 
another six months. 


IN ESSENCE, when Navarro accepts a 


government grant the college is agreeing to 
accept a specified amount of money to per- 
form a given task within an alloted period of 
time. The government monitors all progress, 
audits the funds allocated, and requires full 
accountability for the results of the project. 


But the grants do more, administrators say, 


because they also allow more flexible use of 
other sources of college income. 


"The grant funds make it possible for us to 


expand programs for students," Walker said. 
"They enable us to employ personnel to help 
serve the student and the college in general, 
and they enable us to make physical plant 
improvements." 


With Walker came the commitment to 


"make Navarro College a first rate in- 
stitution," and the way to do that, he says, is 
to expand the scope of the college. 


"We're not just a teaching institution, we 


are also a research and development in- 
stitution," Walker said. "The board, which 
represents the people, has said, 'We want to 
have a first class institution.' To do that, you 
can't live in the dark ages. How are you going 
to teach the students the latest in knowledge 
unless you're keeping in touch with research 
on the latest?" 


RESEARCH, HE ADDED, keeps course 


content at Navarro current with the latest 
developments in all areas of knowledge. 


But in addition to the research value of such 


grants, the college is also paid — in "indirect 
cost allowance" funds -- for the office space, 
utilities, library, and general administration 
of such grants. The indirect cost allowance is 
based on, in many cases, 50 per cent of the 
total salaries provided for in the grant. Thus, 
if a grant had $20,000 in total salaries, the 
college would also be paid $10,000 in indirect 
costs. 


Furthur, some grants provide for "part- 


time" employes, such as statisticians and 
secretaries, who arc usually college employes 
who duvok1 that proportion of time to working 
on the grant. 


As an example, Director of Fiscal Affairs 


Darrcll liaines employes a secretary who 
spi'iuls a portion of her time working on 
reports for the KRDA grant and other grants. 
A portion of her salary, therefore, is billed to 
the appropriate grant. To her, it makes no 
difference since she is paid in one check from 
the college. But to the college, it means that 


portion of her 
salary comes from grant 


funds and not from the local coffers. 


"MY ATTITUDE toward federal grant 


funds is that that money doesn't belong to the 
bureaucrats in Washington D.C.," Walker 
said. "The taxpayers of Navarro County pay 
federal income taxes and they are entitled to 
their share of that money. It's naive to 
assume that if we stop taking the money that 
everyone else would stop as well." 


And the college is not always quick to jump 


at the chance to grab another grant. Raines 
noted that Navarro refused a grant Wed- 
nesday because of the elaborate paper work 
involved. 


"I'm becoming less involved in the day-to- 


day operation of the college," Walker said. 
"That's why we have deans. My job is to do 
the planning and developing and fund-raising 
which are necessary for the college to serve 
the people in a first class and quality way." 


Noting that he made a commitment when 


he took the job to improve the college with no 
additional taxes, Walker said the only way 
left to do that has been to seek other means of 
financing. 


"We have only $400,000 in local property 


taxes to work with each year," Walker said. 
"$100,000 of that goes to pay off the 1969 
construction bonds. Over $200,000 of the 
remainder goes to pay the utilities. That 
leaves about $100,000 to pay for maintenance 
and repairs, to pay the custodians, the 
grounds keepers, and other such employes. 
These people cannot be paid with state funds 
bylaw." 


SINCE HE HAD ruled out one of the only 


two options open to him to do that — the 
raising of the college tax rate — Walker said 
the other sources of revenue became im- 
portant to the expansion of the college. And he 
points to the record of the past three years as 
evidence that the goals have been met. 


"Because of my own"personal commitment 


(against higher taxes,) I'm determined to do 
this without raising taxes," he said. "I think, 
without being boastful, 1 have, the knowledge 
and the experience to accomplish these goals. 
The record will speak to that for the past 
three years." 


Indeed, enrollment since his arrival has 


jumped from 963 .students to more than 2,000 
for the recently-completed spring semester. 
The tax rate in 1973 was 68-cents per $100 


valuation. Today, although at a higher 
assessment ratio this year, the rate has 
dropped to 41-cents per $100 valuation. Career 
education programs total 32 at present, up 
from only 10 in 1973. And students have a 
chance at $400,000 in student financial aid 
today, whereas in 1973 there was a total of 
only $100,000 available. 


"GRANTS ARE very important to the 


progress and development of the college," 
Walker said. "But I can also assure you of this 
— we are structuring our budget and planning 
so that if these were discontinued, there 
would still be no increase in local taxes. We 
know where the money's coming from for 
every dollar in the budget." 


People employed under provisions of a 


grant are told before they start work that they 
are employed only for the duration of the 
grant. When the grant goes, so do they, unless 
they qualify for another opening at the 
college. 


Similarly, Walker said, if the grant funding 


for the free instructional courses vanishes, 
the college will stop offering the no-cost 
courses. 


"I'm convinced that the vast majority of 


people want this college to be dynamic," 
Walker said, "want it to be an asset to the 
county. My role is to make that happen."

Barrel racing is a way of life for Carol Goosetree of 


Oklahoma, winner of that event in the Central Texas Quarter 
Horse Association's annual rodeo which concluded here 
Saturday night. 


She is currently in the lead for the Texas Barrel Racing 


Association title, and she has won two of those championships in 
the past. She was also named all-around cowgirl here Saturday 
night. 


"It's my life, barrel racing," she explains. "I enjoy it, so I'm 


usually training or helping somebody else." 


Mrs. Goosetree says she has been a horse enthusiast all her 


life, and that she became interested in barrel racing as a child. 


"I HAVE LOVED HORSES all my life," she says. "The only 


activity a female can do in rodeo is ride the barrel. I suppose 
that's how I got started. 


"There was a girl in m> home town that was a barrel racer, 


and I always looked up to her and admired her," she relates. 
"When I got old enough, I got a horse and I started training." 


She says the horse is important to a barrel racer and a 


working relationship between the horse and rider is needed. 


"YOU NEED TO KNOW EVERY move that horse is going to 


make," she said, "and the horse needs to know every move 
you're going to make." 


She says that the caliber of women participating in barrel 


racing is improving all the time, and describes the contestants 
as "outstanding." 


"Back in my younger days, we didn't have the clinics, the 


know-how," she says. "Now they have barrel-racing schools to 
help these youngsters. We have little, tiny girls who know so 
much about barrel racing, and back in my day they didn't."

Street improvements biggest 
item on Revenue Sharing

The Corsicana 
City Com- 


mission gave tentative approval 
Monday night to a $347,600 
Revenue 
Sharing 
budget 


presented 
by City Manager 


Dick Ballenger. 
Ballenger 
presented 
the 


budget in conjunction with the 
work session on the overall city 
budget since he had used the 
Revenue Sharing 
budget to 


complement city funds, par- 
ticularly in the area of buying 
equipment. 


As is usaully the case, the 


lion's share of the new Revenue 
Sharing budget would go to 
public transportation, $170,100, 


with $148,100 earmarked 
for 


street improvements and an 
additional $10,000 projected for 
drainage work. 


Also under this category, the 


city would spend $7,000 as the 
second half payment for a 
maintainer and $5,000 to pay for 
a half-ton pickup. 


THE 
SECOND 
largest 


amount in the RS budget is for 
public safety, $55,000. Of this, 
$17,000 will be used to pay the 
lease on eight city patrol cars, 
seven after Jan. 1, and $1,000 
each has been allotted to the fire 
and police departments for 
equipment and supplies. 


The fire department will also 


get

for

on

750 gallon 


pumper, plus $7,000 for an air 
compressor, air packs and hose 
and $5,000 for a new car to 
replace a 1968 car now in the 
department. 


Environmental 
protection 


would get $46,000 if the city 
gives official approval to the RS 
proposal, and only one item was 
questioned Monday. $10,000 has 
been allotted for the removal of 
condemned houses; $16,415 for 
the third and final payment on a 
bulldozer for the landfill; $8,585 
for a body for a trash packer; 
$6,000 for more containers for 
the packer and $5,000 for a half- 
ton pickup.

Though taking no official action on the matter, Corsicana City 


Commission Monday night made it plain that they want to pave 
N. 14th St., regardless of where the money comes from. 


The city delayed accepting bids for N. 14th and two bond 


streets at its last regular meeting when former Mayor Sue 
Youngblood and others argued that using bond funds to pave the 
street would be misusing those funds. Allegations included the 
shortchanging of S. 9th St. by leaving off curbs and gutters and 
granting a special consideration to developers of the K-Mart 
property to which N. 14th empties. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger reaffirmed his conviction that 


N. 14th would be needed to handle an expected tremendous 
traffic load once K-Mart opens and again noted that the 
suggested improvement of N. 14th came from city hall without 
any prompting from the developers. 


THE CITY manager said that he first decided not to curb and 


gutter S. 9th when workers on the street discovered a 12-inch 
water line in the west ditch of that street. Ballenger estimated 
$60,000 would be needed to relocate the water line, and said that 
there are not enough buildings along the street to justify such an 
expense. 


He did tell the commission during Monday's budget work 


session that should they decide not to use bond money for N. 
14th, there would be sufficient funds available through Revenue 
Sharing to widen, curb and gutter the street. 


He again cited the need for the additional access to K-Mart 


from the point of view of traffic control. He said that he has 
already required the K-Mart developers to install a de- 
acceleration lane on N. 13th, the only street besides 14th which 
will border the new discount store.

Many heart attack victims in 


Navarro County die needlessly, 
according to Dr. Kal Shwarts, 
and he blames the deaths on 
inadequate emergency first aid 
or non-existant first aid that 
could be provided by 
am- 


bulance staffs.

Speaking before the Kiwanis 


Club Monday, Dr. Shwarts said 
the most important medical 
care for heart attack victims 
should be provided within the 
first hour after the attack, and 
the critical period is the first 
few minutes, which are usually 
during the trip to the hospital.

first aid in the county by am- 


bulance services as "severely 
lacking," he said the am- 
bulance service in the county is 
the least adequate in Northeast 
Texas. 


Dr. Shwarts said, that as a 


general statistic, 60 per cent of 
deaths by heart attacks, occur 
within the first hour and many 
could be prevented if adequate 
first aid is administered. 


He 
explained 
that 
early 


treatment is vital to these 
persons' 
survival. 
He 
said 


ambulances should be equipped 
with radio communications in 
order to consult with hospital 
emergency room staff about the 
patients on the way to the 
hospital. He said ambulances 
should have a paramedic ac- 
companying each run. At least, 
he added, they could be EMTs, 
like the two currently employed 
by Griffin's. 


Dr. Shwarts said 
Griffin's 


was the only local service which 
had taken advantage of the 
EMT 
training 
program 
at 


Navarro College. He explained 
that the majority of the people 
taking the training program 
have been from outside the 
county. 


ACCORDING 
TO 
Dr. 


Shwarts, Navarro College is 
planning to offer 
paramedic 


training during either the fall or 
the spring school terms and he 
hoped more local people would 
take advantage of it. 


Dr. Shwarts stressed to the 


Kiwanians the importance of 
community involvement with 
the 
hospital's 
emergency 


medical service. 


"We don't like to think about 


it, but sometime during our 
lives we all are going to need the 
emergency room and we all 
want the best medical care 
possible," Dr. Shwarts said. 


He 
explained 
that 
the 


emergency 
room 
staff 
at 


Memorial Hospital 
is well- 


trained for all emergencies, but 
he again emphasized, the need 


for 
primary 
care 
while 


emergency victims are on the 
way to the hospital. 


Dr. Shwarts said Memorial 


Hospital 
has 
the 
only 


emergency 
medical 
depart- 


ment in a nine-county area that 
is staffed 24-hours a day by 
physicians. He said many areas 
have no doctors at all and rely 
totally on the services provided 
by the hospital. 


HE SAID THAT over the last 


two 
years 
the 
number of 


patients seen by the emergency 
department staff has increased 
by 27.8 per cent. 


The 
doctor 
said 
these 


statistics point out the need for 
better emergency 
ambulance 


care and upgraded facilities. He 
said communications between 
hospital staff and the am- 
bulance would help prepare the 
hospital for the kind emergency 
treatment needed and help start 
that 
treatment 
before 
the 


victim gets to the hospital.
